WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Accord- 


ing to reports in official circles to-| 


day, rum-running with special refer- 


ence to the pending arbitration of the | 


case of the I’m Alone, the schooner 
of Canadian registry which was sunk 
by American Coast Guard fire 200 
miles off the Louisiana coast in the 
Gulf of Mexico on March 22, will 
figure in the discussions between 
President Hoover and Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, during the visit of the 
British Prime Minister next month. 

While the Prime Minister is com- 
ing here primarily in connection 
with the preparations for the pro- 
jected five-power naval conference, 
other matters which enter into 
Anglo-American relations will be 
taken up, and the rum-running ques- 
tion is one of the most prominent. 

The possibility exists in this con- 
nection that certain changes may be 
considered by the two government 
leaders in the ship. liquor treaty 
which the United States negotiated 
with Great Britain in 1923. Under 
this compact, the right of search and 
even seizure of suspected rum-run- 
ning craft is permitted up to one 
hour’s steaming distance of the pur- 
sued vessel. 


Other Treaties Invetved; 


For its part the United States 
gZrants British ships the right to 
bring intoxicating beverages within 
American territorial waters under 
seal for use on the outward voyages. 

Similar treaties have since been 
entered into with a number of other 
countries, but in some respect the 

* compacts have proved unsatisfactory 
to the Treasury Department and 
Coast Guard officials. 

Whether there may be written into 
the treaty a prohibition against tak- 
ing extreme measures against flee- 
ing suspected craft, or an explicit 
definition of the waters within which 
hot and continuous pursuit might be 
begun, however, are questions yet 
to be developed. 

In the arbitration of tLe I’m Alone 
case important points of interna- 
tional law are involved which might 
easily affect Anglo-American rela- 
tions. It is even conceivable that the 
decision may contain such elements 
as to lead eventually to the cancella- 
tion of the liquor treaty so far as 
Canada is concerned. 

It is admitted that if the liquor 
treaty with Great Britain were can- 
celed it would*prébably be necessary 
to cancel all similar treaties. This 
likelihood is based on the assump- 
tion that Great Britain would resent 
any situation which permitted ves- 


sels of other nations to enter Ameri- 
can ports with liquor under seal. 


Move in I’m Alone Case. 


Meanwhile there was a develop- 
ment in the I’m Alone arbitration 
today when the outline of the posi- 
tion of the Canadian owners of the 
rum schooner was filed with the 
Canadian Department of State as the 


first material step toward arbitra- 
tion. Work on the American case 
has proceeded slowly and officials 
— it would be five or six months 
efore the case is in really definite 
form. 

The formal machinery provides that 
two months additional time shall be 
given the American agent, former 
Senator George Wharton Pepper of 
Pennsylvania, for filing his memorial 
after similar action has been taken 
by the Canadian Government. 

The exchange of memorials will be 
followed by the presentation of docu- 
mentary evidence. 

It is expected by officials here that 
the tribunal will sit both in the 
United States and Canada and that 
the course of thé arbitration wil! 
proceed in a leisurely manner before 
the two judges, Justice Vandeventer 
of the United States Supreme Court 
and Eugene Le Fleur, eminent Cana- 
dian jurist.

Instructions have been issued by 
Mrs. Hoover to White House at- 
tachés to prepare the famous Lin- 
coln suite, located in the north- 
west corner of the second floor 
of the White House, for Premier 
MacDonald and his daughter, 
Ishbel. 

The suite contains four pieces 
of the original Lincoln furniture. 
Presidents Cleveland and McKin- 
ley used the suite as a master 
chamber, but for the past twenty- 
five years it has served as a guest 
chamber and as a. memorial of 
Lincoln.

A contention by Mr. Shearer that

In this letter, Mr. Shearer not only 
asserted that press. correspondents 
who sought information from mem- 
bers of the American delegation who 
were “bound to secrecy’’ were re- 
ferred by them to him but that also 
through his efforts ‘‘attempts to de- 
liver the United States were defeated 
by a complete exposé which is now 
acknowledged.”

Letter Details Services.

for which he said expenses had been 
furnished him. 

He related that after sailing on 
March 19 he had “renewed his con- 
tacts in Paris and Geneva”’ and had 
“renewed there my work at the 
Preparatory Arms Conference on 
Disarmament.’’

*“‘April 11, 1927, the Preparatory 
Arms Conference collapsed. From 
that date until June 20, 1927, I car- 
ried on a publicity campaign both 
in Europe and in the United States. 
Multigraphed articles were posted to 
the press of Sr and the United 
States, members of Congress and the 
Cabinet, patriotic societies, busigess

substantiate that. 

“Copies of all releases and other 
communications were sent Mr. Hun- 
ter. This advance campaign and 
the accuracy and authentic data re- 
leased by me, automatically made me 
the leader of the unoffical fight to 
the extent that American officials 
roferred the press to me, as they 
were bound to secrecy, with the re- 
sult that the attempt to deliver the 
United States was defeated by a 
complete exposé which is not ac 
knowledged. 

“At ey close of the Coolidge Naval 
Conference, Aug. 4,.1927, the Euro- 
pean press recognized and acknowl+ 
edged the effect of my campaign, 
referring to it as ‘the triumph of 
the thesis of William B. Shearer, 
the American.’ ” 

Tells of Press Propaganda. 

The letter added that the writer 
had remained until Sept. 1, 1928, 
“gathering information on the new 
line-up and the proposed plan to de- 
feat the naval recommendations to 
go before the Seventieth Congress,” 
and had sent this information to Mr. 
Hunter. 

Thereafter he had gone to Italy 
nd France to learn the attitude of 
those countries on naval and mer- 
chant marine activities and then had 
returned to New York early in Oc- 
tober. The letter continued: 

“On Oct. 23, 1927, I released my 
first story in all the Hearst ee 
newspapers. After a private tal 
with Mr. Palen and then with Mr. 
Wakeman I proceeded to Washing- 
ton to take up permanent head- 
quarters, er my household ef- 
fects and established myself. 


“My publicity campaign continued 
in the Hearst newspapers, Washing-

Hunter Acted Gratuitously. 


“T read that letter, but I don’t 
know what ‘shot’ means. I don’t 
seem to be able to find it,’’ Mr. Hun- 
ter testified in. answer to a question 
from Senator Robinson.

‘“‘My name,’’ Senator Black said to 
the Senate, ‘‘is among the twelve 
voting against the increase in cruis- 
ers. This letter is but another evi- 
dence of the reckless statements 
bandied about by secret agents of 
special privilege seekers. 

“It is a powerful argument in fa- 
vor of adequate legislation to re- 
quire, under proper penalties, a pub- 
lic registration of all lobbyists, to- 
gether with the source of their em- 
ployment and funds; and the amount 
ani method of their expense and dis- 
tribution.

He told the committee in no un- 
certain terms that if his farm poli- 
cies did not meet the committee’s 
approval it might as well turn its 
thumbs down, because he did not 
intend to be diverted from his course. 

Mr. Legge’s ultimatum, delivered 
in a quiet but firm tone, caused a 
sensation, After enduring criticisms 
and questions for more than two 
hours he mildly asked at the end of 
that time whether he could make a 
statement, 


Lerge’s Declaration of Policy. 


| After receiving permission, he said: 
| J don’t want anybody to vote to 
confirm my appointment under a 
misapprehension. I was not a seeker 


for the job. I was drafted for it. 
You can’t hurt my feelings any by 
sending me home. 

“TJ don't claim that it was any 
great compliment to me that I should 
have been selected. It was desired 
‘to choose a business man who had 
'contacts with agriculture. In my 
| business I have had occasion to know 
as many farmers as probably any 
business man in the country. 

“I don’t believe the American 
farmer wants charity or a handout.

“The cash dividends of 1920 were 
on a basis of 6%. per cent, subse- 
auently being reduced to 5 per cent, 
and again intreased to 6 per cent 
during 1926,’ Mr. Legge said. “The 
present dividend rate is 214 per cent 
on the present stock, eavivalent to 10 
per cent on the stock cutstanding be 
fore the division of four shares for 
one.

In a talk with newspaper men on) 
hoard the liner, the English philos- 
opher said he agreed with Professor | 
Robert E. Rogers of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology that 
one of the défects of the modern 
educational system was the scarcity 
of men teachers, especially for the 
younger students. Mr. Russell said 
it was his opinion that it tended to | 


feminize boy pupils, but more im- | 


poriant than that, he said, is the | 
fact that, in his opinion, women do | 
net take the same interest in hard | 
facts and mix sentimentality with | 
| their teaching. 

‘“‘We need 1n the schools, both here 
and abroad,’’ he continued, “a 
'greater robustness in facing hard 
facts. The scientific attitude toward 
life can scarcely be learned from 
women, 

“Every one living today could have 
come much nearer to being a first- 
;rate human being if the system of 
education were better. One great de- 
fect is that education is not designed 


to teach truth, but to circulate propa- 
ganda that those in power wish the 
children to learn. 

“Children are taught right-think 
ing instead of thinking. Education 
|is largely in the hands of influential 
business men, and of religious sects, 
instead of in the hands of learned 
men. America has more respect for 
business men than it has for learned 
men. 

“The economic opportunities in 
America are so tremendous that the 
business man is bound to have far 
more prestige than the learned man. | 
When the time comes in America 
that money-making will be more dif- | 
| ficult and earnings will be less then | 
{I think we will see that the peo | 
| ple will turn to education.” 

Mr. Russell said that in the matter 
of sex education he thoveght the 
Churches were doing much harm by 
standing in the way of general cir- 
culation of such knowledge. 

‘“‘Any group that lives according to 
dogma,"’ he declared, ‘‘is a menace | 
to educational progress if it inter- | 
feres politically. There is more | 
religious interference in America | 
than in any other country except 
Tibet. Your fundamentalist laws in 
crtain parts of the United States 
are almost incredible to Europeans.” 

The United States is in for a period 
of financial imperialism, he declared. 
“America is becoming ‘world con- 
scious’’’ he added, “in a commercial 
sense rather than in the militaristic 
sense.”’ ‘ 

On his previous visit to America 
two years ago Mr. Russell was not 
favorably inclined toward the 
League of Nations. He said vester- 
dav thaf his views on that subject 
had since undergone a change. He 
said he had formerly feit that France 
dominated the League at Geneva, 
and all its policies were then for her 
benefit. Now, he said, things had 
changed and England was not ‘‘sub- 
servient’’ to the League of Nations. 

He believes the MacDonald Govern- 
ment in England will not effect 
many changes in home affairs, but 
will do a great deal of good in ifs 
foreign dealings, especially in peace 
movements, The Liberal party is 
now almost extinct in England, the 
philosopher said.

VIENNA, Sept. 25.—The Streeru- 
witz Government resigned tonight 
and the former Chancellor and pres- 
eit Police President of Vienna, Jo- 
hann Schober, is forming a ministry 
to succeed it. 

This not unlooked-for development 
in the political crisis caused by the 
demand of the Austrian Fascists for 
constitutional changes designed to 
cripple the-.influence of their oppo- 
nents, the Socialists, was precipitated 
by the action of the Farmers’ party, 
which has nine members in the gov- 
ernment coalition, 

The party decided to request the 
government’s resignation on the 
ground that it was too weak and 
| that the constitutional changes which 
it proposed to bring before Parlia- 
ment tomorfow were inadequate. It

Herr Schober to try his hand. Chan- 
cellor Streeruwitz and his Ministers 
immediately complied with this deci- 
sion and Herr Schober atcepted the 
invitation to take the helm and has 
already begun negotiations for the 
formation of a new government. 

Dr. Streeruwitz is a business man 
who after the resignation of Mgr. 
Ignaz Seipel five months ago, formed 
a government of conciliation which 
| effected certain compromises with 
| the Socialist opposition. These com- 
promises, though they enabled the 
passage of legislation hitherto ob- 
structed by the opposition, were dis- 
approved of by the Austrian Fascist 
party and by its private army, the 
Heimwehr. 

It is still uncertain how far Herr 
Schober is prepared to go to meet 
the Heimwehr demands. He is a 
non-party man and his recent state- 
ment that he would secure public 
order against disturbance from any 
source brought some comfort to the 
hearts of the Socialists. He is not 
a particular friend of Mgr. Seipel, 
credited by most people with being a 
strong but silent partner of the Heim- 
wehr movement. 

Apart from this, Herr Schober is 
55 years old, was Chancellor in 1921 
and 1922, before the advent of Mgr. 
Seipel to power, is called by his ad- 
mirers the world’s best police chief 
and is credited with having saved 
Austria by quelling the Vienna riots 
two years ago. His choice as Dr. 
Streeruwitz’s successor is believed 
partly inspired by a desire to con- 
vince the outside world, particularly 
that part of it from which Austria 
hopes to secure a loan, that the Aus- 
trian State is now in strong hands.

GOVERNOR SAYS TYROL 
HOLDS HEIMWEHR ARMS 


Dr. Stumpf Tells Provincial Diet 
Weapons Woald Be Issued 
if Needed. 


Special Cable to Tum New YoRK TiMEs, 
VIENNA, Sept. 25.—Dr. Stumpf, 
Governor of the Tyrol, definitely in- 
formed the provincial Diet today that 


the provincial government holds in 
reserv arms which in case of need 
would be issued to the Tyrolean 
Heimwebr. 

In an interview on Sept. 3 former 
Chancellor Ignaz Seipel said: 

“The arms of the rolean Heim- 
wehr are deposited with the Tyrolean 
Government and those of the Vienna 
Heimwehr with the Viennese police.’’ 
A political storm has raged in 
Austria over this statement, which 
created difficulties for the govern- 
ment.

JERUSALEM, Sept. 25 (Jewish

WHITE PLAINS, N.Y, Sept. 25.— 
A session in which definitions, hypo- 
thetical questions and expert opinion 
played a leading part brought to a 
close today the efforts of Earl Pea- 
cox to escape death in the electric 
chair for the murder of his wife, 
Dorothy. Almost every word of tes- 
timony added to the voluminous rec- 
ord of his trial before Supreme Court 
Justice Tompkins was designed to 
counteract the effect of the young 
defendant’s admission on the witness 
stand that he had beaten and choked 
his wife ‘‘deliberately.’”’ 

Peacox may think he ‘‘meant’’ to 
do these things, but he is wrong in

by the defense-Dr. C. Floyd Havi- 
land, superintendant of Manhattan 
State Hospital for the Insane on 
Ward's Island, and Dr. Richard H.

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HEY always said that Miller J. Huggins was not 

the driving type of manager, but there was one 

man he drove too hard. That was Miller J. Hug- 
gins. He never spared himself, and the fatal testi- 
mony on that point is overwhelming. The Yankees 
were going nowhere. The race was all over. But 
Huggins, paying no attention to his own physical con- 
dition, worked and worried day after day on the 
problem of getting ready a better Yankee team for 
next year. 

Even if the Yankees win everything in sight and set 
all sorts of new records next séason, the price was too 
high. Far too high. Speaking of him only as a baseball 
manager and sticking to the cold facts and the printed 
records, Miller J. Huggins was by far the most suc- 
cessful manager of the ::odern era in baseball. Six 
pennants and three w-ld’s championships in eight 
A team that we : eight straight games to sweep 
through two world’s «cries without a defeat. What 
other manager can joint to a record like that? 

Yet Huggins himself always said with that quizzical 
smile of his: ‘Great managers? Great players make 
great managers.’’ That may be true, but some credit 
should go to the manager who recognizes a great 
player when he sees one. 


Against the Tide. 


For years Huggins had to battle against a tide of un- 
popularity. He never had been on a New York team 
before he came to manage the Yankees. He was a 
National League player and manager through all his 
career until he stepped into an American League dug- 
out to take over the Yankees from Wild Bill Donovan. 

He was not a glad-hander, not the hail-fellow-well- 
met type. He was reserved with strangers, quiet with 
acquaintances and only revealed himself to close 
friends. With those he knew and liked, Hug shed all 
his reserve. To the fans in general he must have 
seemed a serious and even grumpy fellow as he 
stalked up and down the coaching lines, a thin, 
nervous figure, with hunched shoulders that looked as 
though they were bowed with the weight of centuries. 
But to those who knew him behind the scenes and 
across the dinner table, he was a different man en- 
tirely. A ready and frequently witty talker, a student 
of men and a reader of books, a fellow who was frank, 
friendly and informal. 

But on the surface and to the gaze of ordinary spec- 
tators, Huggins was just a sharp little fellow, shrewd 
enough to tell Colonel Jacob Ruppert and Colonel Til 
Huston what players to buy from the Boston Red Sox. 
When the Yankees won their first pennant in 1921 the 
fans gave great credit to the Ruppert and Huston 


bankrolls, 
Piling Up the Evidence. 


Even when the Yankees won in 1922 and again in 
1923, the old argument still held good. The Ruppert 
checkbook was the answer to the Yankee pennants,

to last out the season of 1924. He couldn’t quite 
make it. The team finished second. The next year 
came the grand crash and the sinking to a seventh- 
place berth. That was in 1925. 

In 1926 Miller J. Huggins bobbed up with a team 
that won the American League pennant and lost the 
world’s series by an eyelash. Exclusive of the pitehers, 
six out of eight regulars on that team were men who 
had never played on any other major league team. 
Two of them, Koenig and Lazzeri, were green kids | 
from the minors. Except for Ruth in right field and | 
Dugan at third base, the players were men who had 
been picked from the minors by Yankee scouts and | 


developed into a championship array by a Yankee | 


manager. 
Ending the Debate. 

That just about ended the debate over the ability of 
Miller J. Huggins. The scoffers ceased to scoff and | 
the skeptics were convinced. The pennant-winning 
years of 1927 and 1928 merely served to bring in more 
evidence than was needed. 

In winning his first three pennants Huggins had 
shown that he knew how to buy. In winning his last 
three, he showed that he knew how to build. He had 
the backing of Colonel Ruppert, of course, but John 
McGraw had the backing of C. A. Stoneham and Joe 
McCarthy had the backing of William Wrigley. Mce- 
Graw and McCarthy are smart managers, but they 
have yet to equal the feat performed by Huggins. The 
Dusty Miller rebuilt his club and drove it from seventh 
place to a pennant in one year. 

There were other problems Huggins had to solve. 
He wasn’t imposing in appearance and he couldn't 
control his players as Husk Chance used to do and 
“Old Rough’’ Carrigan did when he was younger. 
Huggins, a junior lightweight, had to solve histroubles | 
in another way. It took him a few years, and there | 
were some stirring battles that went into the records, 
but the junior lightweight won over the heavyweights 
all along the line. 


The Great Little Guy. 


That’s only part of the story, but perhaps it’s 
enough. Here was a man who came into town with 
everybody giving him the cold shoulder and a few in- 
terested persons out gunning for him. Players, fans 
and writers were against him. He was a stranger ina 
strange town and he was given a sixth-place ball club 
to manage. 

He won three pennants and the credit was given to 
somebody else. He smiled and said nothing. His 
team fell apart and he built another pennant-winning 
machine that won three times in a row. This time he | 
got the credit. 

Some of his high-priced and temperamental stars 
broke the rules of discipline and openly scoffed at his 
authority, He subdued the insurrection and ended up 
by being the complete master of the situation. 

In Babe Ruth he had not only the biggest figure in 
baseball but.one of the hardest problems to handle. | 
They battled and it took a courageous chap to do what | 
Huggins did. He handed an ultimatum to the most | 
popular figure the game had ever known. Ruth was 
never a bigger fellow in his life than the day he ad- 
mitted he was wrong and Huggins was right. 

Huggins was a fine player and a remarkably suc- 
cessful manager, to which might be added the verdict 
of Babe Ruth: ‘‘He was a great little guy, was Hug.”

It is the work of Monckton 
Hoffe, and it brings Ernest Truex 
home from London to give the most 


aries performance in his career. 
s this touching fantasy ambles 
along, looking back into the lives 
of two average people, you are hvu 
doubt right in assuming that it is 
Mr. Hoffe’s rebuke to the brass- 
tongued clangor of pitiless realism. 
If you really knew what goes on in 
the lives of average people, the play 
suggests, you might discover more 
sterling quality in their characters 
than you can perceive on the dull, | 
placid surface of their lives. Or to! 
put it on the sentimental basis: 

‘*Many waters cannot quench love, 

Neither can the floods drown it.” 

Whatever the underlying motive 
may be does not seriously matter. 
Mr. Hoffe has written a poignant, 
graceful little caprice, which is acted 
with fervent simplicity by an excel- 
lent company. 

In the first scene of this episodic 
play James and Mabel Barcaldine are 
put in evidence as average people 
who do not go to the theatre for 
argumentation but to be taken out- 
side of themselves. To a serious-| 
minded playwright who talks to | 
them in a theatrical manager's of- 
fice they are a bore and anathema. | 
Their meek dullness fills him with} 
despair and contempt. 

Whereupon Mr. Hoffe pokes back | 
into the lives of the Barcaldines in| 
a panorama of representative scenes. | 
How they met by chance at Earl's} 
Court Exhibition, how they were 
married at the Registry on a foggy 
morning, what business reversals 
tried the mettle of their devotion, 
how tragically their daughter died 
giving birth to a child out of wed- 
lock, how the eleventh-hour quixoti- 
cism of a business enemy spared 
them the dishonor of a trial for busi- 
ness irregularities--this is the bur- 
den of Mr, Hoffe's intangibly mov- 
ing story. And that is why the play- ! 
wright apologizes for the rot he has 
been talking and’ grimly sets about: 
writing musical comedy, 

The mood ‘is not uniformly sus-' 
tained. Although the sentiment is} 
never cloying, sometimes it is lan- 
guorous and sometimes verbose. But 
occasionally Mr. Hoffe writes with 
the stark economy of the master 
hand.

The opening was heralded at the 
exercises in Witherspoon Hall as 
“the beginning of a great movement 
to resist and, if possible, overcome 


the tendency toward Modernism,”’ 
and one which would be ‘‘a reforma- 
tion like that of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, with a return to common 
honesty and common sense.” 


Announcement of the campaign for | 


funds was made by Fred M. Paist of 
Philadelphia, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. He said the school 
would operate on a present budget 
of $65,000 in its temporary quarters, 
and that most of this sum had been 
obtained. 

Of fifty students enrolled for the 
opening of classes tomorrow, twenty 
are former students of Princeton 
Seminary. The organizers of the 
new seminary broke away from 
Princeton after the last Presbyterian 
General Assembly approved the plan 
for a single board of control there. 


Explains Seminary Purpose.

Voices Travel 15,000 Miles

The Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company will not seek a review by 
the United States Supreme Court if 
it loses its seven-cent fare case in 
the New York Court of Appeals, ac- 
cording to James L. Quackenbush, 
general counsel for the company.

OF ELLA WIGGINS

|Former Mill Employe Is Named | 
as One of Mob That Fired | 


on Gastonia Strikers . 





[CRIPPLE DESCRIBES SLAYER | 


Says ‘‘Red-Headed Man” Fired the 
Shot That Killed Woman—Hearing | 
Again Adjourned to Oct. 19. 


GASTONIA, N. C., Sept. 25 (7).— |} 
W. M. Borders, a former watchman | 
at the Loray Cotton Mills, was ar- ! 
rested here today in connection with 
the slaying of Mrs. Ella May Wig- 
|gins of Bessemer City, a _ textile 
striker. 

The arrest of Borders followed the 
resumption of the coroner’s inquest, 
which had been postponed from Sept. | 
15. D. L. Case, a witness, testified | 
Borders was firing at the fleeing | 
men with a pistol. Borders surren- | 
dered two hours after the inquest anc 
was released in $3,000 bond. 

After hearing the testimony of 
three witnesses Coroner J. F. Wal- 
lace again adjourned the inquest un- | 
til Saturday, Oct. 19. , 

Mrs. Wiggins, who was killed when 
a mob chased a group of strikers 
|away from Gastonia Sept. 14, was | 
ishot by a ‘‘red-headed man with a} 
Panama hat.”’ Julius Fowler, a union |! 
member, testified at the inquest to- 
day. | 














Says Mob Chased Truck. 


Fowler, whose home is near Gas- 
| tonia, said he got into the truck, in! 
| which Mrs. Wiggins and twenty-one 
| other strikers had started to a meet- 
|ing in South Gastonia, at the union 
| headquarters in Gastonia. 

‘“‘A mob chased us out of town,”’ | 
| Fowler testified. ' 
| After the truck collided with a, 
| passenger car near the bridge over | 
‘the Southern Railway between Gas- 
{tonia and Bessemer City, Fowler 
|said, ‘a bunch of men got out and 
stood on the side of the road. When 
| the truck ran into the passenger car, 
'a red-headed man with a Panama 
hat, sort of fioppy, shot into the 
| crowd.”’ 

| “Did. the shot hit anybody?’’ 
Solicitor John G. Carpenter asked. 





| “Yes, I think that was the shot 
|that killed Mrs. Wiggins,’’ Fowler 
| replied. 


The witness said he had seen the 
red-headed man ‘‘around Gastonia 
somewhere.”’ 

“T wish you would find him,” the 
| solicitor told Fowler. 

Fowler, who has only one leg, ex- 
plained how a hole was made in the 
window back of the driver’s seat on 
the truck. This hole had led to a 
theory that the shot that killed Mrs. 
| Wiggins came from the front. When 
the collision between the truck and 
the automobile occurred, Fowler said 
his crutch knocked a hole in the 
glass back of the driver’s seat. 

The man who fired the shot was 
standing on an embankment to the} 
left of the road, Fowler said. 


Another Describes Shooting. 


L. C. Carter of Belmont said he 
boarded the truck as it approached 
| the Loray section of Gastonia. About 
|that time, he added, men “who 
i called themselves the law,’’ came ana 
turned us back. 

“One big fleshy fellow,’’ he said, 
“came and struck at the driver and 
cursed.’”’ He could not remembe2 
| what was said, but testified that a 
|} man he knew as ‘‘Jack Carver’’ was 
among the men in the crowd. 

Carter said a number of cars were 
parked on the side of the road near 
ithe overhead bridge and several men 
| with guns got out and were standing 
on the side of the road. 

“An automobile whipped around 
the truck and put on its brakes,”’ 
| said Carter, ‘‘and the truck could not 
help but strike it.’’ 
| “*When the crash came, "he con- 
|tinued, ‘‘one of the men with guns 
ifired. I do not know which one 
|Mrs. Wiggins fell, crying, ‘Oh, Lordy. 
'I’m shot!’ Then the fellows with 
| guns started cursing.” 

Carter said that as the men in the 
i truck fled they were pursued, the 
pursuers calling them ‘‘Russian 
Reds.’’ He thought he had recently
